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ACTIVE WORK OF LOCAL HAPPENINGS WHO WILL GET 

COUNTY DEVELOPMENT TOLD IN BRIEF MOST VOTES IN 


ASSOCIATION 

Promises of Further Actual Achievements 
in the Near Future—Comparison 
of Railroad Rates. 


Committee reports received by the 
board of governors of the County 
Development Association at their 
meeting Tuesday night were of a char¬ 
acter that promise further actual ac¬ 
hievements in the near future. 

With the completion of further field 
work by County Surveyor Neuman, 
the report of Advisory Engineer Mor¬ 
ton is expected to be in the hands of 
the board of supervisors and following 
the final decisiod as to routes, grades 
and materials, the executive commit¬ 
tee of the Advisory Commission on 
roads will inaugurate a redhot cam¬ 
paign for the passage of the road 
bonds. Mayor James Rolph of San 
Francisco, who is a taxpayer in this 
county, has come out with a strong 
statement favoring the passage of the 
bonds, his arguments in their favor 
covering the ground in a nutshell. 

C. M. Morse was appointed to repre¬ 
sent the association at the counties 
committee meeting of the California 
Development Board which will be 
held at Oroville, December 6tli. It 
was reported at the meeting Tuesday 
night that the State Highway Com¬ 
mission would shortly take steps to 
relieve P. D. Ritchie & Co. of their 
contract for the state highway work 
between Uncle Tom’s Cabin and Bur¬ 
lingame but it is not expected that 
any actual steps will be taken until 
the expiration of Ritchie & Co’s, 
time limit for the completion of the 
work at the end of the month. On 
November 18th the highway commis¬ 
sion will open bids for constructing 
the state highway between Redwood 
City and the San Francisquito creek. 
This stretch of road will consist of an 
asphalt wearing surface on a maca¬ 
dam base. 

The cost of construction of Bernal 
cut in San Francisco is to be estimat¬ 
ed by the city engineer as a result of 
of the proposed plan to divert some of 
the Mission street traffic through it. 
The cost of the cut ia to be borne by the 
Southern Pacific in return for the 
right to run its lines, planned for the 
new electric scheme, through the cut 
Careful camparisons made with east¬ 
ern cities show that the county as a re¬ 
sult of the development association’s 
work has as low or lower rates than 
any other commuting section of the 
country. These comparisons gather¬ 
ed from various points that are given 
herewith and drive home the big 
victory gained.

The Rainy Day Closet. 

It is almost time to lay away ma¬ 
terials for the “rainy day closet," a 
device intended for the alleviation of 
the care of mothers. Interest is now 
centering in school, playthings are 
tossed aside for the more serious 
business of life, but they should not 
be tossed so far that they cannot be 
found again in case of need. Into the 
“rainy day closet’ should go the toys 
from which the interest has temporary 
ily departed, together with the ac¬ 
cumulation of summer magazines, to 
be cut out and pasted in scrapbooks 
later, and specimens of rock and shells 
brought home from the seashore. 
This closet should contain story books 
for children of all ages, riddle books, 
old picture postals, clever advertise¬ 
ments which come to the house and 
many other things valueless to grown¬ 
ups, but dear to the heart of child¬ 
hood. 

Furniture catalogues appeal particu¬ 
larly to little people, and mlsmated 
decks of cards sorted over can absorb 
t good bit of time. A few good new 
games should be among the collec¬ 
tions of this wonderful room. Rolls or 
colored crepe paper, a supply of paper 
napkins, costing almost nothing, with 
the assistance of pins, will make the 
grandest kind of fancy costumes and 
with their aid all kinds of dramatic 
performances are possible. Paper for 
making flowers, clay for molding pur¬ 
poses, bits of pretty wall paper for 
covering boxes and all medium sized 
Arm boxes should find their way to 
this treasure house. 

Envelopes from which the used 
stamps are to be cut will afford some 
boy amusement. All the odds and 
ends of lead pencils and crayons can 
go into the closet and some day find 
a use. There are sure to be “shut in” 
days, many of them, when all this ap¬ 
parent “trash” will be welcomed. 

In families where the “rainy day 
closet” has become an institution the 
room Is kept carefully locked, so that 
its opening on rainy days or sick days 
Is looked upon as an event of great 
importance. The articles are carefully 
arranged on shelves or in drawers, and 
an older sister, or even an “old makl 
aunt"—for such there still be—is ap¬ 
pointed custodian. Among the rules 
and regulations pasted on the inside 
of the door is one to the effect that no 
one must ask for a new article to play 
with Inside an hour, though articles 
may be amicably interchanged among 
the group of little folks who have 
been cut off by the weather from their 
customary amusements. 


Nervous Children. 

If when parents notice the nervous¬ 
ness of a little girl they would give It 
Just a little daily treatment besides the 
proper diet and rest It Is more than 
likely that the trouble would be soon 
overcome. 

In the first place, for a child under 
nine years very little if any meat is 
advised Poultry Is best, and not too 
much of that either. Do not have the 
old fashioned idea that sleeping on an 
empty stomach is best, because it is 
not. It may be all well enough for a 
dyspeptic, but with healthy, whole¬ 
some people it is different. If a child 
tells you it is hungry while preparing 
for bed and some time has elapsed 
since the last meal was partaken give 
her a cracker and half till a glass with 
warm milk and allow her to drink it. 
If she is healthy It will not be long be¬ 
fore she will be sound asleep. 

And now a word about how she 
sleeps. If you wish to have #*iur lit¬ 
tle girl grow up without nervous¬ 
ness you must see that she hns nine 
or ten hours of comfortable, undisturb¬ 
ed sleep in n thoroughly well ventilat¬ 
ed room. 

By comfortable is not meant a soft 
and downy bedding, but rather It 
would be better to throw away all 
feather pillows and wool mattresses 
and substitute bolsters and beds of 
hay. This would mean real comfort 
and a sweet and clean bed, and the 
wonderful relief that would come to 
a weak, nervous or timid child one has 
no idea of. There is always a hayfleld 
odor about it and that In itself Is bet¬ 
ter than the heavy odor the other bed 
ding has, especially when It becomes 
damp with perspiration. The hay bed 
ding Is always cool and clean, and. 
what is more, it can at any time be re¬ 
newed at a trifling expense.

AUSTRIA WILL STRIKE 
IF SERVIANSADVANCE 

Mobilization of Army and Navy 
Has Been Ordered 

,The Neues Weiner Tagblatt of Vi¬ 
enna publishes an inspired note, 
which is described as the last word of 
the dual monarchy to Servia. The 
note says: 

“As a result of the two days’ con¬ 
ference at Budapest it has been estab¬ 
lished that Austria-Hungary is in a 
position to give military emphasis in 
the most energetic manner to her 
claims, which so far have been assert¬ 
ed in a diplomatic manner. 

“At present it is impossible to speak 
of mobilization, as everything is still 
in the hands of the diplomatists, but 
one must take account of all eventual¬ 
ities. , 

“The standpoint which hitherto has 
been assumed by Austria-Hungary 
will be maintained under all circum¬ 
stances, and in case of necessity full 
force will be given to it. 

“The military plans, which have 
been worked out to the smallest de¬ 
tail, have already been approved by 
the Emperor and the heir to the 
throne, as well as by Germany and 
Italy. Three large armies of the al¬ 
lies are ready.” 

According to the Berlin Vossiche 
Zeitung, which is often inspired, or¬ 
ders have been issued at Pola for the 
mobilization of the Austrian fleet.

and the Austrian flotilla on the Dan¬ 
ube, consisting of six small gunboats, 
is also being mobilized. 

The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger, in a 
communique for which official inspir¬ 
ation is claimed, also hints that the 
Italian and Austrian fleets have al¬ 
ready received orders to watch the 
Albanian coast, and, if necessary, 
carry out a naval demonstration 
against Servia. It adds that the mo¬ 
ment the Servian army attempts to 
occupy any point on the Adriatic, 
Austrian and Italian troops will en¬ 
ter Albania. 

Austria is not merely mobilizing her 
fleet, if the Vossiche Zeitung is cor¬ 
rect, but she is also—and for this there 
is independent evidence from many 
sources—calling up part of her army 
reserves. Reservists in places so re¬ 
mote as Sault Ste Marie, Mich., have, 
it is stated, received orders to rejoin 
the colors. 

The newspaper Pravda, of Belgrade, 
says the Austro-Hungarian Minister 
called on Premier Patchitch and pro¬ 
posed that Servia should give guaran 
tees that Austro-Hungarian industry 
and commerce would receive preferen¬ 
tial treatment; that Servia should not 
touch Albania and should not insist 
on an outlet to the Adriatic, but be 
satisfied with an outlet to the Aegean 
sea. The Minister personally advised 
the Premier to do his utmost to in¬ 
duce the Servian Government to ac¬ 
cept these conditions, which, he de¬ 
clared, would do much to improve 
future relations between the two 
countries.

“WOMEN - JURIES ” 
BARRED IN OREGON 

mere win oe no "women Juries” in 
Oregon. Since the right of franchise 
has been granted women in that State, 
the first discovery of the fact has 
been made by many women and men, 
although the suffrage campaign lead¬ 
ers say they knew it, jury duty is de¬ 
nied women, the State code expressly 
providing that all juries, grand, petty, 
coroner’s and others, shall consist of 
a “body of men.” 

Questions have already been raised 
as to the eligibility requirements for 
women voters, and inquiries at the of¬ 
fice of the United States District Attor¬ 
ney McCourt develop the fact that 
these questions have been threshed out 
to a considerable extent already, and 
there are fine points of law involved 
which are still disputed. 

However, there is no question that a 
foreign-horn unmarried woman must 
be naturalized in the United States if 
she may vote. The requirements for 
naturalization are the same as those 
for a male. It is equally understood 
that a foreign-born woman who mar¬ 
ries an American thereby becomes an 
American. Registration will be re¬ 
quired for women as for men, and the 
usual residence of six months preced¬ 
ing an election. The filing of the 
first papers for citizenship one year 
before an election will be required of 
women, unless otherwise decreed by 
the Federal naturalization laws. 

A chrysanthemum which is declared 
to he the largest ever grown in the 
world outside of Japan has been placed 
on exhibition at the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in San Jose.

Mayor Jas. Rolph Jr. of San Fran¬ 
cisco has given out the following inter¬ 
view: 

“I have been asked for an interview 
to give expression to my views re¬ 
garding the proposed bond issue before 
the people of Han Mateo county for the 
improvement of the roads of their 
county.

San Francisco 
county is growing and her citizens, 
by reason of her limited area, are 
rapidly aiding in the growth of San 
Mateo county. San Mateo county has 
always been the home of many whose 
occupation and employment is in San 
Francisco. Rapid transportation, a 
pure and abundant water supply, 
and good roads are absolutely neces¬ 
sary to the life and growth of every 
community. In these vital public 
matters, San Francisco and San 
Mateo counties have been sadly lack¬ 
ing, and I am glad to see that the 
spirit of the citizens of both communi¬ 
ties is a determination to remedy the 
conditions that have existed in the 
past. 

“San Francisco is doing her best to 
provide means to constantly improve 
her streets, and San Mateo, likewise, 
through the means of the proposed 
bond issue, intends to improve her 
roads. 

“In my travels throughout the east 
and abroad, 1 have seen no more at¬ 
tractive home sites and country villas 
than can be found in beautiful San 
Mateo county, and an early improve¬ 
ment of the roads, particularly at this 
time, prior to the opening of the great 
canal and the holding of the exposi¬ 
tion in San Francisco, is of paramount 
importance. In my opinion no public 
money could be more profitably ex¬ 
pended at this time and reap greater 
returns to the people than the carry¬ 
ing of the bond issue for good roads in 
San Mateo county, and the judicious 
expenditure of the money, when once 
authorized by the people.

GOOD ROADS BOND 
ISSUE PUBLICITY 


L. I. Hewes, Chief of the Depart¬ 
ment of Economics and Maintenance 
of the LI. S. Office of Public i Roads, 
writes of examples and results teeming 
with interest to the voters of San 
Mateocounty who are soon to decide 
whether they are to vote for the good 
roads bonds and progress, or against 
them and stagnate. These instances 
are inspiring and should make the 
voters of this county realize what good 
roads mean—especially in the area 
immediately adjoining a metropolis. 
Here are a few: 

“In Sullivan county, Tennessee, a 
few years ago bonds were issuedj for 
road improvement. On the road from 
Bristol to BlountvilleJ a 400-acre farm 
had long been offered for sale at 
$15,000 without a purchaser. Before 
the road was finished the farm sold 
for $25,000.” 

“The valuation of Harris county, 
Texas in 1906 was $48,000,000. It had 
then but a few miles of good road. 
There are now 350 miles of road im¬ 
proved, that cost $ 1 , 600,000 to build; 
and in 1911 the assessed valuation for 
the county was $ 120 , 000 , 000 .” 

“Eight years ago A. P. Redhead 
brought a piece of land near Federals- 
burg, Maryland. Though he did not 
improve the property, after a new state 
road was built the farm sold for $2000. 
A mile east from the end of this same 
road John Rosser paid $950 for a place. 
He has improved it with buildings 
worth possibly $1800 and has refused 
$5000 for the property. 

“Just opposite Mr. Rosser’s was the 
‘Buck Farm’ which sold six years 
ago for $2500 and recently transferred 
for $4900. A mile beyond the end of 
the state shell road that leads from 
Federalsburg to Harmony lies a farm 
which C. E. Nicholls bought eight 
years ago for $490. Mr. Nicholls sub¬ 
scribed $50 towards building the shell 
road just mentioned and later sold his 
farm for $3600. And the buyer agreed 
in addition to pay the road subscrip¬ 
tion. This was well worth his while, 
for in less than two years he sold the 
property again at an advance of more 
than $400. There are many similar 
instances around Federalsburg.” 

“Two notable points in all our 
studies are the rise in land values and 
the decrease in the cost of hauling. 
These two benefits are not entirely dis¬ 
tinct, for a farm probably increases in 
value where the roads have been im¬ 
proved. The site value and conven¬ 
ience and many other things which 
are difficult to measure all contribute 
to the increase in land values.” 

The Chairman of the County Com¬ 
missioners in Mecklenburg, North 
Carolina, writes of the good roads im¬ 
provements as fo.iows: 

“As to the increase in value of rea 1 
estate we can hardly estimate it. Be¬ 
fore we had any macadam roads land 
could be bought along the old dirt 
road at from $5 to $10 per acre. Now 
the same land will cost from $50 to $75 
and even higher in places. Of course 
we cannot attribute all this increase to 
our good roads, but we are satisfied 
that they had more to do with it than 
any other one thing. They have 
made Charlotte what it is. It is the 
reputation our county has for good 
roads that has brought to it men of 
means from other counties and states, 
who have invested their money and 
become one of us to make Charlotte 
and the county grow.” 

Striking a general average for all | 
parts of the country reported on the 
Department of Agriculture gives the 
value of farms located on unimproved 
roads as $35 an acre and that of farms 
on improved roads as $51 an acre. 

“The benefits to the automobilists 
from good roads extend directly to the :

ORDINANCE NO. 59. 


An Ordinance Licensing and Regula¬ 
ting the Traffic, Vending and Dispo¬ 
sing of Spirituous, Malt and Fer¬ 
mented Liquors and Wines or Any 
Admixture Thereof, in the City of 
South San Francisco. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco do ordain as follows: 

Section i. It is hereby declared and made 
unlawful for any person, persons, tirm or cor¬ 
poration to keep within the City of South 
San Francisco any saloon, bar, store, dram¬ 
shop, tippling place, stand or any other place 
where spirituous, malt or fermented liquor or 
wine, or any admixture thereof, is sold, with¬ 
out having the license therefor in this ordin¬ 
ance provided, and by this ordinance required. 

Section 2. It is hereby declared to be, and 
is hereby made unlawful for any person, per¬ 
sons, firm or corporation to sell within the 
City of South San Francisco, any spirit¬ 
uous, malt or fermented liquor, or wine, or 
any admixture thereof, without having the 
license therefor in this ordinance provided, 
and by this ordinance required; and the giving 
or furnishing of any spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquor, or wine, or any admixture 
thereof, to any person in connection with the 
sale of any other article, and as a part of the 
same transaction, shall constitute, under the 
provisions of this ordinance, a sale of such 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquor, or wine, 
or the admixture thereof, so given or fur¬ 
nished. 

Section 3. All licenses shall be paid for 
in advance, in lawful money of the United 
States, to the Marshal of the City of South 
San Francisco. 

Section 4. The license herein required 
must be procured from the Clerk of the City 
of South San Francisco, and payment of the 
license tax must be made to the Marshal of 
the City of South San Francisco, before the 
commencement of the business herein re¬ 
quired to be licensed, and which said license 
shall bear the date of the day on which it was 
actually issued, and shall be issued for the 
period ending with the current quarter of the 
fiscal year; and shall not be valid for any 
purpose after the expiration of such quarter- 
year; it being the intention to have licenses 
terminate quarterly with the close of the 
months of March, June, September and De¬ 
cember: provided, however, that any and all 
such licenses shall be issued, accepted and held 
subject to the pleasure of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francisco, and 
may be revoked, by said Board of Trustees, 
or a majority of said Board, at any time, for 
such cause as to said Board, or a majority 
thereof, shall, upon investigation seem suf¬ 
ficient. 

Section 5. A separate permission and 
license, under this ordinance, must be ob¬ 
tained for each branch establishment, or sep¬ 
arate place of business, and such permission 
and license shall authorize the party named 
in such license to run or conduct only one 
bar or place of business. 

Section 6. No license issued under the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be assign¬ 
able or transferable, or authorize any per¬ 
son, persons, firm or corporation, other than 
is therein named, to do business, or authorize 
business to be done, at any other place or 
building than the place or building particu¬ 
larly specified therein. Every license issued 
under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
specify by name the person, persons, firm 
or corporation, to whom it is issued, and the 
articular place and building in which the 
usiness for which it is issued is to be car¬ 
ried on, and also the date of its issuance, the 
term for which it is issued and a description 
of the business to be carried on thereunder. 
Said license shall also contain as part thereof 
the following stipulation, to-wit: “This 

license is hereby received and accepted sub¬ 
ject to all the terms and conditions of Or¬ 
dinance No. 59, of the City of South San 
Francisco, under which it is issued.” Said 
stipulation must be signed by the person, per¬ 
sons, firm or corporation named in such 
license before any business is authorized to 
be done under said license. Said license shall 
at all times he kept conspicuously posted up 
in the place of business specified therein, and 
shall not be valid, nor any liquor sold there¬ 
under, unless so kept posted up. 

Section 7. The Marshal of the City of 
South San Francisco is hereby authorized, re¬ 
quired and directed to collect all licenses and 
all sums of money herein mentioned, and 
Provided for in this ordinance. It is also 
lereby made tile duty of said Marshal to 
cause criminal complaints to be filed against 
all persons, firms or corporations, violating 
anji of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 8. No license required by this or¬ 
dinance shall be issued by tile Clerk or Mar¬ 
shal to any person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, or, if so issued, shall be valid for any 
purpose unless such person, persons, firm or 
corporation shall have been first granted a per¬ 
mit by the Board of Trustees of said City of 
South San Francisco to obtain the license re¬ 
quired by this ordinance, and such permit 
must be in force and unrevoked at the time 
of the issuing of every license. 

No permit to obtain the license required by 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
he granted by tbe Board of Trustees of said 
City of South San Francisco, or if so granted, 
shall be valid for any purpose, unless the fol¬ 
lowing conditions have been complied with, 
to-wit: Each applicant for a license shall file 
with the Clerk of the City of South San 
Francisco, at least five days prior to any reg¬ 
ular meeting of the Board of Trustees of said 
city, at which said applicant desires to be 
heard, a written application to said Board of 
Trustees for a permit to obtain the license 
herein required, which said application shall 
state and set forth: First—The name and 
residence of the person or persons, and of 
each member of the firm, and of each direc¬ 
tor of the corporation, making such applica¬ 
tion, and how long each of said persons has 
been a resident of the City of South San 
Francisco, and that said person or persons, 
and each member of said firm, and each direc¬ 
tor of said corporation, is either a native 
born or naturalized citizen of the United 
States, or is a resident and freeholder within 
the City of South San Francisco and lias de¬ 
clared his or her intention, before the seventh 
day of October, 1912, to become a citizen of 
the United States. 

Second: The class of license and place 

and building in which the business is to he 
conducted. 

Third: That said applicant has not, nor 

has any member of said applicant firm, nor 
any director of said applicant corporation, 
within two years prior to the date of making 
said application, been refused a permit by 
said Board of Trustees, nor has had any 
license revoked by said Board within said 
time. 

Fourth: Said applicant or applicants shall 
also execute and file a bond in the penal sum 
of One Thousand (1000) Dollars, with two 
or more sureties and payable to the City of 
South San Francisco; and the sureties shall 
accompany said bond with an affidavit that 
they are each residents and freeholders with¬ 
in the County of San Mateo, State of Cali¬ 
fornia, and are each worth the sum specified 
in said bond over and above all their just 
debts and liabilities, exclusive of property 
exempt from execution. No persom! surety 
shall be acceptable on such bond who has 
already become liable upon three bonds exe¬ 
cuted for similar purposes. Any corporation 
such as mentioned in Section Ten Hundred 
and Fifty-six (1056) of the Code of Civil 
Procedure of the State of California may be¬ 
come sole surety upon such bond. Said bond 
shall be conditioned that said applicant or 
applicants shall and will conduct the business 
for which a permit and license are sought, 
in a quiet, orderly and reputable manner, 
and shall not and will not permit any dis¬ 
turbance of the public peace, order or deco¬ 
rum by any noisy, riotous, or disorderly con¬ 
duct on the premises; and shall not and will 
not sell, give away or furnish any spirituous, 
malt or fermented liquor, or wine, or any ad- 


I mixture thereof, or permit the same to be 
I done, to any intoxicated person, or to any 
} minor under the age of eighteen (18) years, 
or to any habitual drunkard, or to any person 
I to whom said applicant or applicants may be 
forbidden to sell by written notice made by 
the husband, wife, parent, child over twelve 
| (12) years of age, brother, sister, guardian, 
ward over twelve (x2) years of age, or em- 
1 ployer of such person; and shall not, and will 
I not, permit any intoxicated person, or habitual 
I drunkard, or minor under the age of eighteen 
(18) years to be, or remain in or about the 
room in which said business is conducted, 
and shall not, and will not, sell, give away 
or furnish to any person any spirituous, malt, 
or fermented liquor, or wine, or any admix¬ 
ture thereof, or permit the same to be done, 
between the hour of eleven o’clock p. m. and 
the hour of five o’clock a. m. of the follow¬ 
ing day; and shall not, and will not, permit 
any dancing in his, their or its place of bus¬ 
iness, or in any place connected therewith or 
forming a part thereof or annexed thereto; 
and shall, and will, obey and abide by the 
terms of this ordinance, and all laws and or¬ 
dinances now in force, or which may here¬ 
after be enacted, regulating places of bus¬ 
iness where spirituous, malt, or fermented 
liquor, or wine, or any admixture thereof, is 
sold, given away or furnished. 

Section 9. Any person or persons, may 
appear at the meeting of the said Board of 
Trustees at which any application is to be 
heard, and file a protest against, and be heard 
in opposition to the granting of a permit for 
a license to any applicant. 

Section 10. The bond in Section eight of 
this ordinance shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval or rejection of the Board of Trustees; 
and upon approval of such bond, the Board 
of Trustees shall consider said application, and 
any protest which may have been filed, and 
i if said Board shall find that said applicant 
is a fit and proper person to carry on said 
business, and that the carrying on of said bus¬ 
iness, at the place where the same is to be 
carried on, will not be prejudicial to the pub¬ 
lic good, peace, or morals, said Board may, 
by resolution, grant the required permit; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no permit shall be grant¬ 
ed to any person, persons, firm or corporation 
who previously had a permit under this or¬ 
dinance, and which permit had, within two 
years prior thereto been revoked; nor to any 
firm or corporation, any member or director 
of which had a permit, and which permit had, 
within two years prior to said hearing of 
said application, been revoked; nor to any 
person, persons, firm or corporation, unless 
such person, or each member of such firm, or 
each director of such corporation, is either a 
native born or naturalized citizen of the 
United States; or is a resident and free¬ 
holder within the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco and has declared his of her intention, 
before the seventh day of October, 1912, to 
become a citizen of the United States; and 
said Board of Trustees shall have absolute 
discretion to grant or deny any application. 

Section 11. A permit under this ordinance 
shall specify the class of license to be issued 
thereunder, and shall be good only for the 
person, firm, or corporation named therein, 
and for the particular place and business, and 
class of business specified in such permit; and 
such permit shall be granted semi-annually. 
Any permit granted between the first day of 
January and the thirtieth day of June of any 
year shall expire on the thirtieth day of June 
next following the date of its grant; any per¬ 
mit granted between the first day of July 
and the thirty-first day of December of any 
year shall expire on the thirty-first day of De¬ 
cember next following the date of its grant; 
it being the intention that all permits granted 
under the terms of this ordinance shall termi¬ 
nate semi-annually with the close of the 
months of June and December. Any holder 
of such a permit, in seeking a permit for the 
ensuing half-year, must file an application 
therefor, as hereinbefore provided, at least 
five days before the date at which the same is 
to be heard and considered by the Board of 
Trustees, which application must be accom¬ 
panied by a bond as in the case of the original 
application, as hereinbefore mentioned and 
provided. Anyone objecting to the granting 
of such permit may appear at the hearing of 
said application and protest as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Section 12, Licenses to be issued hereunder 
shall be of two classes: "Class A” and “Class 
B.” A “Class A” license will authorize the 
sale of spirituous, malt or fermented liquors, 
or wines, or any admixture thereof, to be 
drunk on' the premises where sold or other¬ 
wise, in accordance with the terms of this 
ordinance, in open receptacles or otherwise, 
and in quantities less than a pint or other¬ 
wise. A “Class B” liquor license will author¬ 
ize the sale of spirituous, malt or fermented 
liquors, or wines, or any admixture thereof 
at a restaurant, and in open receptacles, con¬ 
taining not over a pint, or in unopen or 
unbroken receptacles containing not over a 
quart, and from tbe stock or supply of spir¬ 
ituous, malt, or fermented liquors, or wines, 
or any admixture thereof kept on the prem¬ 
ises for which such license is issued, anil to 
be drunk on said premises in connection with 
meals served thereon, costing (exclusive of 
such spirituous, malt, or fermented liquors, 
or wines, or any admixture thereof) not less 
than twenty-five (25) cents. Such license 
will not authorize the maintenance of a bar, 
nor the bringing in liquors from adjoining 
premises, nor the sale of any spirituous, malt, 
or fermented liquors, or wines, or any admix¬ 
ture thereof other than with the service in a 
restaurant of meals in which there is a bona 
fide delivery and consumption of food with 
such liquors or wines, and for which food, 
exclusive of the spirituous, malt or fermented 
liquors, or wines, or any admixture thereof, 
there must be a bona fide charge of not less 
than twenty-five (25) cents for each person 
served. A “Class B” liquor license will not 
authorize the sale of spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, in any hotel, or in any place desig¬ 
nated as a restaurant, such place being a part 
of a hotel, or in any place in connection with 
which sleeping rooms are let for hire, or in 
any place having any communication or con¬ 
nection with any hotel or with any place 
where sleeping rooms are let for hire, nor in 
any other place, except it be conducted ex¬ 
clusively as a restaurant. 

Section 13. Any person, persons, firm, or 
corporation to whom a permit has been 
granted and a license issued under the terms 
of this ordinance, who does not conduct the 
business for which such permit and license 
have been granted and issued, in a quiet, or¬ 
derly and reputable manner, or who permits 
dancing in his, their, or its place of business, 
or bar-room, or in any room connected there¬ 
with or forming a part thereof or annexed 
thereto, or who allows or permits any dis¬ 
turbance of the public peace, order or de¬ 
corum by any noisy, riotous or disorderly 
conduct on the premises; or who sells, gives 
away or furnishes any spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, or permits the same to be done, to 
any intoxicated person, or to any minor under 
the age of eighteen (18) years, or to any 
habitual drunkard; or who permits any in¬ 
toxicated person, or minor under the age of 
eighteen (18) years or any habitual drunkard 
to be or remain in or about the room in 
which said business is conducted; or who 
sells, gives away or furnishes any spirituous, 
malt, or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, or permits the same to be 
done, at such place of business between the 
hour of eleven o’clock p. m., and the hour 
of 5 o’clock a. m. of the following day (with¬ 
out having first obtained the special permit to 
keep open between such hours, as hereinafter 
irovided); or who shall not abide by all the 
aws and ordinances now in force, or which 
may hereafter be enacted, regulating places 
of business where spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, are sold, given away or furnished; 
shall forfeit all permits and licenses thereto¬ 
fore granted or issued to said person, persons, 
firm, or corporation, under the provisions of 
this ordinance; and shall also forfeit to said 
City of South San Francisco the full amount 
of the bond required to be given to said 
City of South San Francisco, pursuant to the 
provisions of this ordinance; or such sum, 
part of the whole penal sum of such bond. 


as may be determined upon by said Board of 
Trustees, pursuant to the terms of Section 14 
I of this ordinance. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of the 
Marshal of the City of South San Francisco, 
and he is hereby directed to file with the 
Clerk of the City of South San Francisco, a 
complaint against any person, persons firm, or 
corporation, who he has reason to believe, is 
guilty of any of the acts, or neglects, specified 
in Section 13 of this ordinance; or of any 
violation of any of the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance. Such complaint may, however, be 
made by any resident or citizen of said City 
of South San F’rancisco. Such complaint 
must state the facts .dleged to constitute a 
breach of this ordinance; the name of the 
person, persons, firm or corporation offending 
and the date or dates on which they occurred. 
Upon such complaint being filed with said 
Clerk, he shall at once prepare a copy thereof, 
together with a notice to said person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation, directing said per¬ 
son, persons, firm, or corporation to appear be¬ 
fore said Board, at its next regular session and 
meeting following the date of the service of 
said notice, to show cause, why said permit 
and license should not be revoked: and said 
copy of said complaint and said notice shall 
forthwith be served upon said person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation by the Marshal of 
said City, by delivering the same to said per¬ 
son, persons, firm, or corporation at the place 
where said business is transacted: or if said 
person, or said member of said firm, or some 
director of said corporation, be not found at 
the place where said business is transacted; 
then by leaving the same with some person 
in charge of said place of business; or, if no 
such person be found thereat, then by post¬ 
ing such copy of said complaint and notice on 
the front door of said place of business. The 
Marshal shall report to the Board of Trus¬ 
tees the date when, and the method by which 
said papers were served. The Board of Trus¬ 
tees shall, if possible, investigate said com¬ 
plaint, at the next regular meeting of said 
Board after the service of said complaint and 
notice: and not later than the second regular 
meeting of said Board subsequent to the ser¬ 
vice of the same. If, said Board of Trustees, 
or a majority of the members thereof, shall 
find that the complaint is well founded, and 
the charges made therein are true, said Board 
shall so declare by resolution, and shall by a 
resolution duly passed by a majority of said 
Board revoke the permit held by said person, 
persons, firm, or corporation, and shall re¬ 
voke all licenses issued to and held by said 
person, persons, firm, or corporation under this 
ordinance, and said licenses shall thenceforth 
be without force or effect. Said Board shall 
by the same resolution, or by a separate res¬ 
olution, declare the bond required by and 
given under the provisions of this ordinance, 
or such sum or amount, part of the whole 
penal sum of said bond, forfeited to said City 
of South San Francisco, as in the judgment 
of said Board shall seem proper; and shall 
direct that suit be brought on said bond, in 
the name of the City of South San Francisco, 
to recover the amount so declared forfeited. 

Section 15. The rate of license fee under 
this ordinance shall be and is as follows: 

a. Each holder of a permit for, or license 
under a “Class A” license, shall pay therefor, 
in advance, a license tax or fee of One Hun¬ 
dred (too) Dollars per quarter year of three 
months. 

b. Each holder of a permit for, or license 
under a “Class B” license, shall pay there¬ 
for.in advance,a license tax or lee of Kigliteen 
Dollars and Seventy-five cents ($18.75) per 
quarter year of three months. 

Section 16.—No permit or license shall be 
issued to any person, persons, firm or corpor¬ 
ation, which will authorize any person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation, doing business under 
the terms of this ordinance, to keep open such 
place of business, or any rooms used in con¬ 
nection therewith, or as part thereof, or to 
sell, give away, or to furnish, any spirituous, 
malt, or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, between the hour of eleven 
o’clock p. m. of any night, and the hour of 
five o’clock a. m. of the next day; or to al¬ 
low or permit any person, or persons to be or 
remain in or about said place of business, or 
in any rooms used in connection therewith, 
or as part thereof, between said hours; or to 
allow or permit any light, or lights, in or 
about said place of business, or in any room 
used in connection therewith, or as part there¬ 
of, between said hours; and each and every 
person, firm or corporation, to whom a per¬ 
mit and license are issued under this ordin¬ 
ance, by the acceptance of such permit and 
license, agrees that he will close his place 
of business at said hour of eleven o’clock p. 
m. of each and every night, and all rooms 
used in connection therewith, or as part 
thereof; that he will keep said place of bus¬ 
iness, and all rooms used in connection there¬ 
with, or as part thereof, closed from said hour 
of eleven o’clock p. m. until the hour of five 
o'clock a. in. of the following day; that he 
will not sell, nor permit to be sold, any spir¬ 
ituous, malt or fermented liquors, or wines, 
or any admixture thereof, in, on or about 
said place of business, between said hours; 
that he will extinguish at the hour of eleven 
o’clock p. m. of each and every night, all 
lights in and about said place of business, 

and in all rooms, used in connection there¬ 
with, or as part thereof, and that lie will 

keep such lights extinguished until the hour 
of five o’clock a. m. of the next day; that he 
shall not and will not permit or allow any 

person, or persons, to be or remain in or 
about said place of business, or to be or re¬ 
main in any room used in connection there¬ 
with, or as part thereof, between said hours; 
and that any failure to close said place of 

business and premises at the hour herein 
specified, and any failure to keep the same 
closed as herein required, and as agreed by 
said license holder; and any failure to extin¬ 
guish said lights as hereinbefore required, 
and any failure to keep said place of business 
free and clear of any and all persons between 
said hours, shall be deemed sufficient ground 
for the revocation by said Board of Trustees 
of any and all licenses issued under the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance; provided, however, 
that one light, arranged in such manner that 
it will illumine the interior of such place and 
premises, and permit the same to be inspected 
from the street, may be kept lit and burning 
as a protection to said premises, between said 
hours, and not otherwise; and provided, fur¬ 
ther, that a “Special Permit and License” 
may be issued for the purpose of keeping 
open any place of business licensed under this 
ordinance, between said hours of eleven 
o’clock p. m. and five o’clock a. m., as fol¬ 
lows: any holder of a license desiring to 

keep his place open between said hours, must 
file with the Clerk of said City an application 
for such Special Permit and License, not less 
than forty-eight hours before the night on 
which he desires to keep his place of bus¬ 
iness open, and deposit with such application 
the sum of Two Dollars and Fifty cents; 
such application shall state the reason why 
said applicant desires to obtain said Special 
Permitand License; said Clerk shall forthwith 
present said application to the President of 
the Board of Trustees for his approval; or, 
in his absence, to three members of the 
Board of Trustees, who shall endorse thereon 
his, or their approval or rejection; if ap¬ 
proved, said Clerk shall issue such Special 
Permit and License, which shall be good only 
for the night for which it is issued and which 
must be posted up conspicuously in the place 
of business for which it is issued; and shall 
pay over said sum of Two Dollars and Fifty 
cents to the Marshal of said City, who shall 
account therefor as for other public money. 
Not more than twelve special permits shall 
be granted to the holder of any regular permit 
and license during any one fiscal year. In 
case said special permit be not granted, said 
sum of Two Dollars and Fifty cents shall be 
returned to the applicant. 

Section 17. No person, persons, firm, or 
corporation engaged in carrying on the bus¬ 
iness of selling dry gqpds, or hardware, or 
groceries, or fruit, or bread, or other pro¬ 
visions shall be granted a permit and license 
under the terms of this ordinance, unless it 
be to sell, give way or furnish spirituous, 
malt or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof in some other building en¬ 
tirely distinct and separate from, and not 
communicating with the place, where, and in 


which, such business of selling dry goods, or 
hardware, or groceries, or fruit, or bread, or 
other provisions, is carried on, or if in the 
same building, then only in a room which is 
separated by partitions at least three (3) 
inches thick, extending from the floor to the 
ceiling, with no opening or means of en¬ 
trance or communication between the room in 
which such selling, giving away or furnishing 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquor, or wines, 
or any admixture thereof, is carried on and 
the store or rooms in which the selling of dry 
goods, or hardware, or groceries, or fruit, or 
bread, or other provisions is carried on, so 
that it is necessary to go into the public 
street before one place can be entered upon 
leaving the other. 

Section 18. The person, persons, firm, or 
corporation to whom a permit and license 
shall be granted under the terms of this or¬ 
dinance shall actually operate, manage and 
control the business . of selling spirituous, 
malt and fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, exclusively for his, their 
or its own use and benefit. If said Board of 
Trustees shall find, upon investigation, that 
the person, persons, firm, or corporation hold¬ 
ing any license issued pursuant to this or¬ 
dinance do not actually manage and control 
said business authorized by said permit and 
license exclusively for his, their or its own 
use and benefit, said Board shall forthwith 
revoke said license. 

Section 19. It is further ordained that no 
sale of spirituous, malt or fermented liquors, 
or wines, or any admixture thereof, shall be 
made to any person whose wife, husband, par¬ 
ent, child over twelve (12) years of age, 
brother, sister, guardian, ward over twelve 
( J 2 ) y ears of a 8 e ’ or employer of such person 
shall by written notice forbid such sales. It 
shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to 
immediately revoke the license of any per¬ 
son, persons, firm, or corporation making such 
sale in violation of this section. 

Section 20. No legally licensed pharmacist 
shall be required to obtain the permit and 
license in this ordinance provided. Any 
legally licensed pharmacist may sell spirituous, 
malt or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, for medicinal purposes, 
only on the prescription of a duly licensed 
physician, which prescription shall be pre¬ 
served by the vendor and pasted in a book 
and shall be but once filled, and that only on 
the day when dated and given, which book 
shall be kept in the same room where the 
business of selling drugs is carried on and 
shall be open to public inspection. Such 
liquors and wines, or any admixture thereof, 
so sold shall not be drunk upon the premises 
where sold, or in any outbuilding, yard, booth 
appertaining thereto, or connected therewith, 
except when such physician prescribes it to 
be used upon such premises in case of an ac¬ 
cident; and provided further that such pre¬ 
scription shall not be given unless the physi¬ 
cian is satisfied that the liquor to be fur¬ 
nished is necessary for the health of the per¬ 
son for whom it is prescribed, which fact 
must be stated in the prescription. 

Section 21. If any person, firm or corpor¬ 
ation, to vvhom a permit has been granted and 
a license issued, desires a change of location 
of Ins place of business mentioned in his per¬ 
mit and license, said person, firm or corpor¬ 
ation shall file with the Clerk his application 
for such change, together with the consent of 
the surety or sureties upon his bond that such 

change may be made, and that said bond shall 

apply to and cover said new location. The ! 

Hoard of Trustees shall fix a day for hearing I 
said application for said change, when pro- ! 

tests may be presented against said change. | 
I*or good cause shown, said Hoard may by 
resolution permit said change to be made. 

Section 22. Every person, firm or corpor- 1 
ation required by this ordinance to take out 
a license, or to obtain a permit, who fails, j 
neglects or refuses to take out such license, , 
or to obtain a permit; or who carries on, or 
who attempts to carry on, any business for | 
which said permit or a license is required by 1 
this ordinance, without such permit and license, I 
shall be liable to the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco for the amount of the license tax pn such ' 
business; and the Hoard of Trustes may direct 
suit in behalf of and in the name of said City 
of South San Francisco, as plaintiff, to be | 
brought for the recovery of such license tax: 
and in such case the Marshal or Clerk of said 
City of South San Francisco may make the 
necessary affidavit for and a writ of attach- | 
inent may issue without any bond being given 
on behalf of the plaintiff. 

Section 23. Every person, firm or corpor¬ 
ation who shall, in the City of South San 
Francisco, keep, or assist in keeping, any sa¬ 
loon, bar, store, dramshop, tippling place, stand, 
or other place where spirituous, malt or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, are sold, given away or furnished, 
without having first procured the permit and 
license required therefor by this ordinance; 01 
who shall sell, give away or furnish, within \ 
the City of South San Francisco, any spirit- ! 
uous, malt, or fermented liquors, or wine, or 
any admixture thereof, without having first 
procured such permit and license; or who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than One Hundred (100) 
Dollars, and not more than Three Hundred 
(300) Dollars; or by imprisonment not ex- , 
ceeding three (3) months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Section 24. The Marshal and Clerk of the 
City of South San Francisco shall each receive 
for his respective services in issuing licenses 
and collecting the license tax herein provided 
for the sum of Fifty (50) cents per quarter- 
year for each applicant to whom a permit for 
a license is granted, and said sum shall be 
paid by the City of South San Francisco out 
of the general fund. 

Section 25. This ordinance shall be pub 
lished once in “The Enterprise,” a weekly 
newspaper printed, published and circulated 
in the City of South San Francisco, and shall 
take effect and be in force from and after the 
first day of January, 1913.

ARMAGEDDON OF 
THE SCRIPTURES 

Startling Presentation ot Com¬ 
ing Events. 

PASTOR RUSSELL’S VIEWS. 


Churches ot All Denominations and the 
Civil Powers ot Earth Are About to 
Unite In Common Cause—Powerful 
Influence Preparing For the Battle 
of Armageddon—A Reign ot Anarohy 
Will Be the Result of the Warfare 
Until The Messiah Takes Control. 

Brooklyn. N. 
Nov. 3. — The 
Brooklyn Academy 
of Music was 
crowded to the 11m 
It today to heai 
Pastor Russell’s 
discourse on the 
“Battle of Arma¬ 
geddon.” His text 
was: “He gathered 
them together unto 
a placed called in 
the Hebrew tongue 
Armageddo n.” 
(Revelation xvi, 16.) The speaker said: 

Armageddon In the Hebrew signifies 
the "Hill ot Megiddo,” or Mount of De¬ 
struction. It was famous as a battle¬ 
field In Old Testament times. 

The Lord has seen fit to associate the 
name Armageddon, with the great cou 
troversy between Truth and Error, 
right and wrong. God and Mammon, 
with which this Age will close, perish, 
and the New Age of Messiah’s glory 
be ushered In. He has purposely used 
highly symbolical figures of speech hi 
the last book of the Bible, evidently 
with a view to biding certain Impor¬ 
tant truths until the due time for their 
revealment. But even in the due time, 
the Bible assures us, “None of the 
wicked shall understand” (Daniel xii, 
9. 10»—none who are out of heart har¬ 
mony with God—but only the wise of 
His people—the “wise virgin” class of 
the Master’s parable. 

I have long avoided presentation of 
my understanding of our text and Its 
context. 1 take it up now by request 
and because I believe It Is due time to 
be understood. I disclaim any special 
inspiration. In some particulars my 
views agree with those of other Bible 
students, and In other respects they 
disagree. Each hearer must use his 
own Judgment, do his own Bible study, 
and reach his own conclusions. 

Kindly remember that 1 am not re¬ 
sponsible for the figures of speech used 
by the Lord. My interpretations do in¬ 
deed constitute a terrible arraignment 
of Institutions which we have all rever- 
enced and which embrace good people, 
of good words and good works God’s 
saintly people In these various Institu¬ 
tions. being comparatively few. are 
Ignored when systems ns a whole are 
dealt with In prophecy. 

The Dragon, Beast, False Prophet. 

Our context tells us that three Ira 
pure spirits (teachings) will go forth 
from the mouths of the Dragon, the 
Beast and the False l’rophet, and these 
three will be In accord, and symbolical¬ 
ly the doctrines are represented by 
“frogs.” These three doctrines are to 
have a mighty influence throughout the 
civilized earth. They are to gather 
the kings and their armies to the great 
Battle of Armageddon. 

The ecclesiastical kings and princes, 
and their retinues of clergy and faith¬ 
ful adherents, will be gathered in solid 
phalanx—Protestant and Catholic. The 
kings and captains of Industry, and as 
many as can be Influenced by them, 
will be gathered to the same side. The 
political kings and princes, with all 
their henchmen and retainers, will fol¬ 
low in line od the same side. The 
financial kings and merchant princes, 
and all whom they can Influence by the 
most gigantic power ever yet exercis¬ 
ed in the world, will join the same 
side, according to this prophecy. 

These "doctrines of demons,” repre¬ 
sented by the “frogs," will lead many , 
noble people In this great army to as- j 
sume an attitude quite contrary to 
their preference. For a time the 
■wheels of liberty and progress will be 
turned backward and medieval re¬ 
straints will be considered necessary 
for self-preservation—for the mainte- ■ 
nance of the present order of things. 

In giving this interpretation, it is 
necessary for us to indicate what Is 
symbolized by the Dragon, the Beast, 
and the False Prophet Bible students 
of nearly all denominations agree with 
ns that the “Dragon” of Revelation 
represents the purely Civil Power. 
Protestant interpreters generally agree 
that the “Beast like a leopard” (Reve- j 
lation xiii, 2) represents the Papacy. | 
But fewer still, we fear, will be ready 


to support' our view that Protestantism 
Is the “Image of the Beast" (Revelation 
xiii, 15i In our context given another 
name, “the False Prophet." We urge 
no one to accept our Interpretation, 
nor shall we think hard of any who 
refuse It. We will neither slander nor 
otherwise Injure them now. nor threat¬ 
en them with eternal torture. They 
have the same right to their views that 
I have, and the same right to make 
them known to others. And l, for 
one. will be very glad to consider any 
thing which opponents may set forth 
as their Interpretations of our text. 

“Unclean Spirits Like Frogs." 

The symbolisms of Scripture, right 
ly understood, are always forceful 
When the Holy Spirit used a "frog” 
*- nT.?Y.hf,HrtQ iiv renresent certain 
doctrines or teachings, we may be 
sure the true application will fit well. 
A frog has a sage look, a wise look. 
It swells Itself up In an apparent en¬ 
deavor to Iu)press the beholder. Its 
great mouth well represents its chief 
power, used to croak. 

Applying these symbols, we learn 
that an evil spirit, influence, teaching, 
will come from the Protestant churches 
federated, from the Church of Rome, 
and from the Civil authorities, all In 
full agreement The spirit of all will 
be boastful; an air of superior wisdom 
nnd knowledge will be proudly assum¬ 
ed—ail will croak in harmony. All will 
tell of dire results that would follow. 
Involving the interests of both the 
present and the future life, if their 
counsel be uot followed. However con¬ 
flicting the creeds, the differences will 
be Ignored In the general proposition 
that nothing ancient must be disturb¬ 
ed. or looked into, or repudiated. 

The Divine authority of the Church, 
and the Divine right of kings, aside 
from the Church, will not be allowed 
to conflict Any persons or teachings 
in conflict with these boastful and un 
scriptural claims will be branded as 
everything vile , at the mouths of these 
“frogs” speaking from pulpits and 
platforms and through the religious 
and secular press. The nobler senti¬ 
ments of some will be strangled by the 
philosophy of the same evil spirit 
which spoke through Calaphas, the 
high priest, respecting Jesus. As Caia- 
phas declared tt expedient to commit 
a crime in violation of justice, human 
and Divine, to be rid of Jesus and His 
teachings, so this “frog" spirit will ap¬ 
prove of every violation of principle 
necessary to their self-protection 

The croaking of these “frog” spirits or 
doctrines will gather the kings and 
princes, financial, political, religious 
and Industrial Into one great army. 
The spirit of fear, inspired by the 
croaklngs of these “frogs,” will scourge 
the passions of otherwise good and 
reasonable men to fury, desperation. 
In their blind following of these evil 
spirits, evil doctrines, they will be 
ready to sacrifice life and everything 
on the altar of what they mistakenly 
suppose Is Justice, truth and righteous¬ 
ness. under a Divine arrangement 

For a brief time, as we understand 
the Scriptures, these combined forces 
of Armageddon will triumph. Free 
speech, free mails, and other liberties 
which have come to be the very breath 
of the masses in our day, will be ruth¬ 
lessly shut off under the plea of neces¬ 
sity, the glory «*f God, the commands 
of the Church, etc. All will seem to be 
serene, until the great social explosion 
in our context described as the “great 
Earthquake." An “earthquake,” in 
symbolic language, signifies social 
revolution, and the declaration of the 
context Is thnt none like unto it ever 
before occurred. (Revelation xvt. 18, 
19.) Jesus described it as a time of 
trouble such as never was since there 
was a nation.—Matthew xxlv. 21. 

The Lord Will Gather Them. 

The false, frog-like teachings will 
gather together into one host the greaL 
the rich, the wise, the learned and the 
kings of the earth, to battle. At this 
juncture Divine Power will step for- j 
ward, and our text tells us that Hil 
shall gather the marshaled hosts to 
Armageddon—to the Mountain of De¬ 
struction. The very thing which they i 
sought to avert by their union, federa- j 
tion, etc., will be the very thing they ! 
will hasten. Other Scriptures tell us 
that God will be represented by the 
Great Messiah, and that He will be on 
the side of the masses. Thus we read 
in Daniel xii, 1: “At that time shall 
Michael [the Godlike One—Messiah] 
stand up”—assume authority. He will 
take possession of His Kingdom in a 
manner little looked for by many of 
those who erroneously have been 
claiming that they were His Kingdom, 
and authorized by Him to reign in His 
name and in His stead. 

Jesus declared. “His servants ye are 
unto whom ye render service.” Some 
may be rendering service to Satan and 
to error, who claim to be rendering 
service to God and to righteousness; 
and some of these may be serving ig¬ 
norantly, as did Saul of Tarsus, who 
“verily thought that he did God a serv¬ 
ice" In persecuting the Church. The 
same principle bolds true reversely, j 
As an earthly king does not hold him¬ 
self responsible for the moral character 
of each soldier who fights In his bat- | 


ties, so the Lord does not vouch for the 
moral character of all who will enlist 
and fight on HLs side of any question. 
“His servants they are to whom they 
render service," whatever the motive 
or object prompting them. 

The same principles will apply In the 
coming Battle of Armageddon. God’s 
side of that battle will be the people’s 
Ride, and the very nondescript host 
the people, will be pitted at the begin¬ 
ning of the battle. Anarchists, Social¬ 
ists. and hot-headed radicals of every 
school of reason nnd unreason, will be 
In the forefront of that battle. The 
majority of the poor and the middle 
class prefer peace at almost any price. 
A comparatively small number. God’s 
consecrated people, will at heart be 
longing for Messiah’s Kingdom These 
will bide the Lord’s time and wait pa 
tlently for It; they will be of good 
courage, knowing the outcome outlined 
In the "more sure word of prophecy,” 
to which they have done well to take 
heed, “as unto a light shining in a 
dark place until the Day dawn."—II 
Peter i. 19 

The masses will be restless of their 
restraints, but will be conscious of 
their own weakness as compared to the 
kings and princes, financial, religious 
and political, which will then hold 
sway. Besides, the masses have no 
sympathy with anarchy. They realize 
truly that the worst form of govern¬ 
ment Is better than none. The masses 
will seek relief through the ballot and 
peaceful re adjustment of earth’s af¬ 
fairs for the elimination of evil, for 
the placing of monopolies and utilities 
and the supplies of nature In the hands 
of the people for the public good. The 
crisis will be reached when the hither¬ 
to upholders of law shall become vio¬ 
lators of the law and resisters of the 
will of the majority as expressed by 
the ballot Fear for the future will 
lead the well-meaning masses to desper¬ 
ation; and anarchy will result when 
Socialism fails. 

The Cloud’s Silver Lining. 
Horrible would be this outlook for 
the future did we not have the infalli¬ 
ble Word of God assuring us of a 
glorious outcomel Divine Wisdom has 
withheld until our day the great knowl¬ 
edge and skill which Is at the same 
time breeding millionaires and discon¬ 
tents. Had God lifted the veil a thou¬ 
sand years sooner, the world would 
have lined up for Its Armageddon a 
thousand yenrs sooner. But thnt 
would have been too soon for the Di¬ 
vine purpose, because Messiah’s King¬ 
dom Is to be the great Thousand- 
Year-Sabbn^h of the world's history. 
God In kindness veiled our eyes until 
the time when the gathering to Ar¬ 
mageddon would immediately precede 
Messiah’s taking to Himself His great 
power, and beginning His reign.—Reve¬ 
lation xi. 17. 18. 

“Send Them Strong Delusions." 

St Paul wrote prophetically of our 
time, that it would be one of serious 
trial and testing to many professing to 
be Christians. The reason for this he 
states—they received not the Truth In 
the love of it (II Thessalonians ii, 10, 
11.) They preferred their own errone¬ 
ous theories, the Apostle explains, and 
therefore God will give them over to a 
“strong delusion,” and let them believe 
the lie which they preferred, and let 
them suffer for missing the Truth 
which they did not love. Thus they 
will be In the condemned host, “fight¬ 
ing against God,” because of their lack 
of love for the Truth. 

It is sad to say that we all as Chris¬ 
tians have been laboring under a thor¬ 
ough delusion respecting God’s Plan. 
We have claimed that Christ set up 
His Church in Kingdom power, and 
that the Church has been reigning on 
the earth as His representative. On 
the strength of this delusion. Jews and 
heretics have been persecuted to death 
as opponents to Christ’s Kingdom. All 
the while we thoughtlessly repeated 
the Lord’s prayer: “Thy Kingdom 
come; Thy will be done on earth, as in 
Heaven.” We knew that the Redeemer 
said that He would come again to 
make us His Bride and Joint-heirs; but 
we Ignored the Scriptures. We were 
drunk, as the Scriptures symbolically 
say, “all nations were drunk” with the 
false doctrine. It Is this false doctrine 
that will constitute the “frog” spirit 
which soon will begin to croak and to 
prepare for Armageddon. 

The Bible presentation is that the 
world Is a section of the universe in 
rebellion against Divine authority, un 
der the captaincy of Satan and his as¬ 
sociated fallen angels. By Divine grace 
Jesus has already ‘‘tasted death for 
every man," and the merit of that sac¬ 
rifice must, eventually, grant Adam and 
his posterity a full, fair opportunity 
for the attainment of everlasting life. 
All who thus see the Divine program 
and are walking in the light may know 
something at least respecting the “times 
and seasons.” These brethren "are 
not in darkness, that that day [and 
that battle of Armageddon] should 
overtake” them “as a thief” — un¬ 
awares.

The Image must be transformed from 
a mere mechanism to a living force. 
Protestant Federation realizes that its 
organization will still be futile unless 
it receive vitalization—unless Its clergy 
directly or Indirectly shall be recog¬ 
nized as possessed of apostolic ordina¬ 
tion and authority to teach This the 
prophecy indicates will come from the 
two horned beast, which, we believe, 
symbolically represents the Church of 
England. High-handed activities of 
Protestantism and Catholicism, operat¬ 
ing In conjunction for the suppression 
of human liberties, await this vivifying 
of the Image. This may come soon, 
but Armageddon cannot precede It, but 
must follow—perhaps a year after it 
according to our view of the Prophecy.

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HUMANE PRESS ! DEDICATION OF 
BUREAU NOTES AGRICULTURE HALL 


On the playground fence a teacher 
put a cake for the birds, telling her 
pupils of their usefullness and intelli- 1 
gence, and the wrong of injuring them. 
Next day her most unruly boy ate 
only half his lunch and put the other 
half on the fence. Kindness is conta¬ 
gious and example is powerful. That 
fence is now the favorite perch of 
many birds even when the yard is 
filled with noisy boys, and the unruly 
boy has changed for the better. Sure¬ 
ly those boys will be nobler men and 
better citizens for the tuition of such a 
teacher. 

While every child should be intel¬ 
lectually educated it is certain that j 
education of the heart is even i 
more essential to the welfare of society 
and to individual happiness, and 
children are entitled to both. 

A noted American has said: “The 
spirit of cruelty is the deadliest enemy 
to a high civilization,” and Humboldt 
said “Cruelty to animals is a charac¬ 
teristic vice of a vulgar people.” As 
all crime is cruel, to abolish cruelty is 
to abolish crime. 

To-day the Jefferson school is one of 
the most orderly in the city. The 
children don’t fight as they used to; 
they don’t stone cats, or tie tin pails to 
the tails of dogs, or molest the sons of 
the Flowery Kingdom. And why? 
Because every school child down that 
way, as soon as he is old enough to 
write his name, is made a member of 
the army for the prevention of all the 
old evils, and no blue-frocked brass- 
buttoned guardian of the peace could 
ever have done a tithe of the good 
that thosechildren have accomplished. 
For four years the principal has been 
organizing the pupils of all the various 
classes into Bands of Mercy, and now 
every child seems proud of his enroll¬ 
ment. There are now 350 members. 

Children are fond of animals, and 
by no other means can kindness be so 
thoroughly inculcated in them as by 
humane teaching. “I find it the best 
kind of discipline, and worth any 
amount of effort,” writes an able 
teacher after two years’ trial. Such 
is the uniform testimony of those who 
teach kindness to animals. 

We appeal to all educators of youth 
—a class whose power and responsi¬ 
bility are greater than that of any 
other, to adopt at once this beneficent 
instruction, to teach children that 
animals have rights which they 
should respect, that cruelty is contern- 
tible, and that justice, mercy, and 
compassion are the the noblest of all 
virtues. 

Boys and girls as well as adults 
should co-operate with their police 
commissioners by trying to keep the 
streelsfree from broken glass and rusty 
nails, also from papers or refuse of any 
kind. There is an ordinance in almost 
every city against this misdemeanor 
which is punishable by arrest and 
fine.

Agriculture Hall will be dedicated 
by the University of California on 
Wednesday, November 20th, with 
state-wide participation in the exer¬ 
cises. This beautiful new $200,000 
building has recently been completed 
and has this term been used for the 
first time. 

The agricultural department is the 
largest and most important depart¬ 
ment of the University of California. 
More is expended upon its work than 
upon any other department of the 
university. There are 410 students 
whose major work is in agriculture, 
and there are more than 709 other 
students taking more or less instruc¬ 
tion in this subject. The new build¬ 
ing only just occupied, is already 
completely outgrown, and several 
additional permanent buildings for 
the classroom and laboratory work 
in agriculture are already needed. 

The Agriculture Hall dedication 
ceremonies will begin with exercises 
in the Harmon Gymnasium at 9:45, 
Wednesday morning, November 20lh, 
with President Wheeler presiding. 
The addresses of the occasion will be 
delivered by Judge Peter J. Shields of 
Sacramento, Mr. F. P. Clarke, editor 
of the Riverside Daily Press, and 
President Wheeler. Dr. Thomas 
Forsyth Hunt, who arrived in Cali¬ 
fornia October 1st to become profes¬ 
sor of agriculture, director of the 
United Slates Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station, and dean of the College 
of Agriculture of the University of 
California, will then be invested with 
the authority of his office. An acade¬ 
mic procession will form and will 
proceed from Harmon Gymnasium to 
Agriculture Hall, the university cadets 
furnishing an escort for the speakers 
and honored guests. 

In front of the new Agriculture 
Hall, Dr. Eugene Waldemar Hilgard, 
Professor Emeritus of Agriculture, 
will deliver an address, and Governor 
Hiram W. Johnson, as President of 
the Board of Regents, will then dedi¬ 
cate the building. The doors will be 
thrown open and a bust of Professor 
Hilgard, for a generation dean of the 
College of Agriculture and director of 
the experiment station, will be unveil¬ 
ed by the President of the Agricul¬ 
tural Club—a student organization. 
After words of acceptance by the pres¬ 
ident of the university, the bust will 
be unveiled by Edward J. Wickson, 
the retiring dean of the College of 
Agriculture. 

Agriculture Hall will be thrown 
open for public inspection from two 
to five on the afternoon of the same 
day—Wednesday, November 20th. 
All divisions of the department will 
be open to the public. The faculty 
will be in their respective offices and 
laboratories to receive visitors and 
to explain the nature of their work 
and its applications. The agricultural 
students will aid in guiding visitors 
about the campus. The dedication 
exercises will close with public exer¬ 
cises at 8 o’clock Wednesday evening, 
in Agricultural Hall, with retiring 
Dean E. J. Wickson presiding. Ad¬ 
dresses will be given t>y Dean Hunt 
and by F. R. Marshall of the univer¬ 
sity farm at Davis, professor of animal 
industries in the university.

The State Department has been ad¬ 
vised that Francisco Estrada Cabrera, 
only son of the President of Guate¬ 
mala, is dead. 

The Metal Trades Department of the 
American Federation of Labor has de¬ 
cided to ask the president of each in¬ 
ternational union to send an organ¬ 
izer into the Northwest to work for 
an eight-hour day. 

Five bandits dynamited the Bank 
of Ochelata, at Ochelata, Okla., No¬ 
vember 12, got $2500 and escaped. 
The robbers cut all telephone and tel¬ 
egraph wires leading into the town 
before they attacked the bank. 

Mrs. Maude Ballington Booth, at a 
mass meeting under the auspices of 
the American Prison Association in 
Baltimore, Md., urged the delegates to 
use their influence in having enacted 
legislation which will give compensa¬ 
tion to the families of convicts during 
their imprisonment. 

Objecting to a new rule made by the 
board of managers that the waitresses 
would have to eat their meals in the 
kitchen, eight young women who act¬ 
ed in that capacity at the Portland 
(Or.) Women’s Exchange, an institu¬ 
tion operated by charity members, are 
on strike. 

Postmaster-General Hitchcock has 
announced that approximately $2S,- 
000,000 had been deposited to date in 
postal savings depositories by 290,000 
individuals, averaging $86 per depos¬ 
itor. The system is now operated in 
12,775 postoffices, and 7,357 banks 
have qualified to receive postal savings 
funds. 

Just a year late the State Depart¬ 
ment has received the required legal 
notice of the approval by the State of 
Ohio of the proposed constitutional in¬ 
come tax amendment. Two affirma¬ 
tive vor.es are yet required to afford 
the three-fourths vote prescribed by 
the Constitution to secure the adop¬ 
tion of the amendment. 

Colonel Roosevelt motored to New 
York from Oyster Bay a few days ago 
and visited his editorial office for the 
first time since he was shot. He said 
that he had adopted a policy of silence 
and had no further comment to make 
on the election. He was feeling fine 
he said, and had almost forgotten 
there was a bullet in his chest. 

Six men were killed by an explosion 
of 2000 pounds of dynamite in one of 
the pack houses at the plant of the 
Aetna Powder Company near Gary, 
Indiana. Tno men who lost their lives 
were repairing a packing machine 
when the explosion occurred. The 
dynamite was loose in 100-pound lots 
on the packing trays, and but for this 
the accident would have been much 
more severe. 

At the bi-monthly wage settlement 
held at Youngstown, Ohio, be¬ 
tween representatives of the Amalga¬ 
mated Association of Steel, Iron and 
Tin Workers and the Republic Iron 
and Steel Company, the rate for pud¬ 
dling was advanced to $6.15 per ton 
on a $1.30 card rate. This is the 
highest rate paid for puddling since 
November, 1907. About 15,000 skilled 
workmen are benefited. 

A fire that broke out in Canton, 
China, almost wiped out a section of 
the city. A thousand houses were 
burned, while the general postoffice 
and even the fire brigade station in 
the fire district were destroyed. The 


names spread along the wharves, caus¬ 
ing further damage and finally leaped 
the river Chu Kiang, setting fire to 
several buildings on the island of 
Ho Nan. 

Medical officers are much gratified 
with the continued success of anti¬ 
typhoid vaccination in the Army. Rec¬ 
ords show that among the 57,000 
troops in the United States there 
have been during the last ten months 
but eleven cases of typhoid and only 
two deaths. Most of these cases were 
among recruits who had not received 
the treatment, and of the deaths one 
was an officer and the other a recruit 
who had not been inoculated with 
the anti typhoid prophylactic. 

According to an announcement made 
by Postmaster Arthur Fisk, the Post- 
office Department has been officially 
advised that the exchange of closed 
mails and the money-order and par- 
cels-post service between Turkey on 
the one side and Servia and Bulgaria 
on the other side have been discon¬ 
tinued. This means, in effect, that the 
department will be obliged to refuse 
mail destined for either Turkey, Servia 
or Bulgaria until the close of the 
Balkan states’ war with Turkey. 

Hugh Espey, a Spanish War veteran 
and a former member of the police 
force of Washington, D. C., is the cen¬ 
tral figure in another Enoch Arden 
case. Espey, who lived in San Fran¬ 
cisco at the time of the earthquake, 
returned to Washington from the Phil¬ 
ippines to find his wife married to 
another man. She had not heard from 
him in sixteen years. Thinking him 
dead, she married again five years ago. 
Espey and his former wife and the 
other husband, after a conference to¬ 
gether, decided that the woman will 
continue with her second husband.

Mrs. Capt. Pierre Drouillard Secures 
Most Costly Fur in the 
World. 

A magnificent sable coat, possibly 
the finest and most costly garment of 
skins that art ever designed, is the 
newest treasure of Mrs. Ada Sorg 
Drouillard, wife of Captain J. Pierre 
Drouillard of New York, whose hobby 
is expensive furs. An expert combed 
the markets of Europe for the hundred 
imperial Russian sable skins that 
went to the making of the coat. Six 
of the most skillful furriers in New r 
York toiled for nearly a year to make 
the skins into a garment. The fin¬ 
ished product is said to have cost Mrs. 
Drouillard 835,000. The garment is 
57 inches long and weighs seven 
pounds and a fraction. The skins are 
exquisitely matched so the whole is 
of one uniform rich brown tint, with 
here and there tips of white hair.

David Lubin of Sacramento, who' 
was the moving spirit in the creation 
of the International Institute of Agri¬ 
culture in Rome, is seriously ill in 
Rome from nervous collapse. He is 
not expected to recover. Mr. Lubin 
was formerly the president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Musical Association of Sacra¬ 
mento and is the author of the book 
“Let There Be Light.” 

The Berkeley police have been 
asked to locate George C. Martin, 
alias Charles Harris, who is said to be 
passing fictitious checks in various 
cities in that vicinity. He passed a 
check for $24 on the First National 
Bank of Berkeley, according to F. 
Mortimer, one of the officials. He is 
also alleged to have operated in San 
Francisco and Oakland. 

The Railroad Commission has ef¬ 
fected another readjustment of tele¬ 
phone rates in the San Francisco-Oak- 
land metropolitan district. The first 
adjustment embraced the reduction of 
the transbay rate between San Fran¬ 
cisco and Oakland from 15 cents to 10 
cents. This has now been followed 
by a series of reductions affecting 
rates on the Oakland side of the bay 
and on the San Francisco peninsula. 

The San Francisco Chapter of the 
American National Red Cross, at the 
request of the international relief 
board of the Red Cross, has issued an 
appeal for contributions to be used in 
alleviating the distress attendant on 
the war in the Balkans. In a circular 
letter sent out from Washington, con¬ 
taining the signature of President 
Taft, head of the society, the need for 
immediate relief at the scene of war is 
pointed out. 

That charter amendment No. 5. call¬ 
ing for the adoption of the two platoon 
system in the San Francisco Fire De¬ 
partment, will increase the number 
of men only 40 per cent is the asser¬ 
tion of firemen, who deny the pub¬ 
lished statement to the effect that the 
amendment, if adopted, will double the 
number of men. The firemen say that 
the proposed measure will give an ad¬ 
dition of five men to each company, 
making the total number in each com¬ 
pany sixteen instead of eleven. 

When the Pac’fic Mail liner Man¬ 
churia swung out from the dock a 
few days ago twenty-five young women 
ranged along the rail to gaze at the 
land that twenty-three of them were 
leaving for the first time to face the 
rigors of missionary work in China, 
Japan, the Philippines and Malaysia. 
The young women, most of them phv- 
sicians, nurses, school teachers and 
kindergarten teachers, go to spread 
th Gospel in the Far East under the 
direction of the Methodist Women’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

The need of a law regulating the 
width of tires in proportion to the 
size and weight of trucks and wagons 
has been called to the attention of the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors by 
L. W. Neustadter, who says in his 
communication that a large, low truck 
with narrow tires will ruin the best 
pavement ever laid, and that this is 
one reason why some of the down¬ 
town streets are in a deplorable con¬ 
dition. Rules concerning the propor¬ 
tionate width of tires are in force in 
European cities, which are famous for 
having good streets, he states. 
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
